MONTREAL, Dec, 5. — (BUP) — 
Compulsory military training in| 
peacetime was upheld by Gen. H.) 
D. G. Crerar here today because, | 
he said, it gives men initiative, and | 
“if there should be another war 
and Britain should not be ready 
it might be too late” to estzblish 
and train a new fighting force. 

Crerar, commander of the First 
Canadian Army in Europe, said, 
“The health and well-being of 
young men would be immensely 
increased by compulsory training.’ 

GEN. CRERAR SAID the war 
and its training “broke down pror 
vincialisms and made provincials 
into Canadians.” 

“All Canadian army units were 
outstanding; there were no bad 
he said proudly when talk- 
ing about the troops he com- 
manded. 

Gen. Crerar said he hopes to be 
out of the army by February and 
that he wants “to make a clean 
break. There are lots of fine young 
| officers coming up.” 

HE “DEFINITELY will not enter 
politics,” he told a questioner. 
“Politics is not my line.”

HE PRESENTED EVIDENCE 
that Adolf Hitler and Goering brow- 
beat Dr. Emil Hacha into sur- 
rendering Czechoslovakia by threat- 
ening to bomb Prague and invade 
the country. 

They threatened Hacha so 
violently during the conference at 
Hitler's ehancellory on March 15 
1939, that he fainted. He was re- 
vived by physicians whom Goering 
had ordered to wait outside the 
conference room 

MINUTES OF THE meeting dis- 
closed that Hitler told Hacha he 
was “almost ashamed” to admit 
that the Germans would use an 
entire division against every Czech 
battalion if the Czechs forced them 
to fight. 

“THE FUEHRER STATED that 
his decision was irrevocable and 
it is well known what a decision of 
the Fuehrer meant,” the document 
said. 

The American prosecution pre- 
sented its evidence of the Nazi 
moves to smash Czechoslovakia be- 
fore turning over the case to the 
British prosecutors. 

Evidence disclosed that the Hun- 
garian government ledsby Admiral 
Nicholas Horthy played hapd in 
glove with Hitler in applying pres- 
sure to Czechoslovakia. 

U.S, PROSECUTOR SIDNEY A\- 
derman introduced a letter from 
Horthy, presumably to Hitler, dated 
March 13, 1939, in which Horthy 
promised that “a frontier incident 
will take place which will be fol 
lowed by the big blow on Saturday 

Horthy added that he would al- 
ways remember this proof of friend- 
ship 

Hitler then called Dr. Joseph 
Tiso, president of Slovakia, to the 
chancellory and told him Hungar- 
ian troops were moving on the 
Slovak frontier, 

1F TISO DION’T TURN over 
Slovakia without a fight, Hitler said 
he would leave the little country to 
the mercy of events for which he 
would not be responsible 

Tiso thanked Hitler and promised 
the fuehrer that he could rely on 
Slovakia. 

On March 16, Hitler declared that 
Crechosiovakia had ceased to exist 
as a state. He sent troops into the 
country—already shrunken by the 
Munich agreement giving the Su- 
deteniand to Germany—and estab- 
lished the protectorate of Bohemia 
and Moravia.

The Human Touch 


One of the things which make war 
tolerable to people of the British race, no 
matter how bitterly distasteful it may be, 
is their ability to weave the golden thread 
of humor into the warp and woof of horror. 
And the fact that our boys maintained 
their human touch throughout all the 
grimness of conflict is both attested to and 
contributed to by the artistic activities of 
such men as Lieutenant Les Callan, one of 
Canada’s most notable newspaper car- 
toonists, who went overseas to record his 
impressions, in black and white, of the 
human side of the unparalleled drama. 

Les Callan, now back in civilian life, has 
collected the drawings made by himself in 
England and on the continent and they are 
now published by Longmans, Green and 
Co., of Toronto under the title “Normandy 
and On.” 

It would be trite to Say that these 
drawings, and others like them, will re- 
main a source of joy long after the acrid 
taste of war is washed from our mouths. 
But that is the case. Les Callan has en- 
hanced an already fine prestige with this 
magnificient collection compressed within 
126 generous pages.

Due to lack of space 
and a rather shallow pocket I am 
not able to grow many varieties 
these days. However if we acce pt 
the figure given as being 7,000 
varieties, then half of one per tent 
would be 35 fragarant kinds, which 
slalement is of course positively 
absurd 
1 could name at least 200 fragrant 
varieties off hand, and there are 
probably many more 
I believe there are only a few 
which produce in commercia} quan 
lilies the famous essential oil of 
roses (or as it is generally called 
attar of roses), but as for fragrance 
even our own local wild roses are 
particularly fragrant 
In Doctor MacFarland’s book, 
Roses of the World in Color” he 
enumerates several hundred variee 
les and of these he mentions pare 
ticularly about 150 as being exe 
fragrant which would be 
about 30 per cent not % of 1%, and 
he is considered one of the best 
authorities on the American conti- 
nent. The late Jinnet Dusches of 
Lyons, France, famous as the 
father of the Leonetian family of 
roses, introduced more than 100 
members of this family nearly all 
of which are very fragrant.

$2,667,283 wagered in 39 days’ rac- 
ing—19 at Edmonton, 19 at Calgary 
and a one-day meet at Claresholm 
in which the pari-mutuels rang up 
$1,279. The Dominion government 
collects another five per cent 

In all Canada the year's betting 
on the “ponies” amounted to $42.- 
193,258, an increase over last year’s 
of $5,125,059 and the largest since 
the 1929 record of $45,580,845 

SUPERVISED HORSE RACING 
is held in six provinces. The Do- 
minion government's figures for 
some reason do not include Sas- 
katchewan, but as compared with 
the four other provinces Alberta's 
betting figures are lowest of all ex- 
cept Quebec's. Comparative figures 
for year are as follows: Ontario in 
98 days, $25,907,764; British Colum- 
bia in 56 days, $6,859,334; Manitoba 
in 28 days, $3,869,183; Quebec, in 70 


days, $2,179,529. 

The provincial governments 
shares will be larger in all four 
of the other provinces except Sas- 
katchewan where the tar is the 
same five percent as in Alberta.

As it is, many of our troops with 


long and faithful service are being 


kept waiting around repatriation 
depots in England. These are so 
crowded that men are constantly 
sent on leave to make more room 
n the camps. It is estimated that 
the average Canadian is spending 


about $300 in England while await 


ing repatriation. This may be good 
business for England, but it is not 
good either for the soldier or for 
Canada. He's going to need that 
money here in order to get re 
established. Canada needs that 
purchasing power to insure a mar 
ket for the products which are now 
being manufactured in our con 
verted factories
